completed ;n several county com- 
munities. 


Last week a clerical project em- 


ploying four girls and two boys, all 
of them high school 
graduates, 


opened at the Gettysburg National 
park office where the young people 
will be engaged In collecting ma- 
terials and preparing them for fil- 
ing. 
Each of the six persons will 


work six days a month but they will 
be assigned in shifts so that some 
will be at work each day. 


A similar project opened last 


week at the Gettysburg office of the 
Pemisylvanla 
state 
employment 


service where six young people are 
doing clerical work. 
Each works 


six days per month. Both projects 
are set up to run for six months and 
are subject to successive renewals. 


The Adams county commissioners 


have become nominal sponsors with- 
out any financial obligation of two 
smaller projects soon to begin op- 
eration In Gettysburg. Three girls 
and a boy will be available for gen- 
eral duties at the Red Cross office, 
each working six days a month. 
They will be distributed so that one 
works each day of the month. They 
will be assigned to handling and re- 
pairing used garments for which the 
Red Cross has issued an appeal. 
They also will help with the prep- 
aration of war relief garments for 
shipment and other general duties 
that may vbe assigned.

The fourth project.is being set up 


at the colored recreation hall on 
West High street and will be the 
first, project in several years that 
has offered work for colored youths. 
Each will work six days a month In 
a supervisory capacity and also be 
In charge of equipment at the rec- 
reation center.
